The measure, bv Sen James Mills. l)-San Diego, was sent 
to the Ways and Means Committee on a .split voice vote of 
the Assembly Revenue and Taxation Committee 
The bill would reduce the current state sales tax bv one- 
quarter cent and allow counties to add the .same amount to 
their local .sales taxes to linance mass transit 
The loss in .state revenue due to the quartet -cent tax cut 
wimld be recouped by adding a sales tax on ga.soline The 


total sales tax remains at 5 per cent under the measure. 
The addition ot the gasoline sales tax would mean an 
overall increase in the amount ot money rasied by state and 
local sales taxes. 
Roy Bell, assistant state director ot finance, testified in 
opposition to the bill 
He said the administration is 
'opposed to any lax 
increases at this time except as part ot tax reform ”

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Supervisors deny redistricting 'partisan politics' charges 


County supervisors firmly rejected charges Monday that 
they favored a redistricting plan that "resembles partisan 
politics.” 
The boarcT then voted 5-0 to approve redistricting of the 
five county supervisorial districts, effective in a month, 
prior to the Nov. 1 deadline. 


Harold K. Heltman, 4124 Foothill Rd., Santa Barbara, 
criticized members of the board after saying their plan 
would disenfranchise him and perhaps up to 12,000 other 
voters in the county election next spring. 
Heltmans allegations hinting 
partisan politics 
cited 
the fact that Goleta Valley will now have a 
built-in 
massive Democratic registration 
with the 18-year-old 
vote in Isla Vista and the UCSB campus this tall 
He 


indicated he felt the board had "protected Isla Vista from 
being redistricted and failed to give protection to the 
disenfranchised voters. He felt the First District would be 
inundated by Democratic voters shifted from Santa 
Barbara. 
Fourth District Supervisor Francis H. Beattie replied 
that "party registration has never been considered in 
redistricting. Regardless of which way we go, somebody is 
going to be disenfranchised 


"Party affiliation is the last thing I'm concerned with in 
redistricting,” added Fifth District Supervisor Curtis 
Tunnell. 
Other board members agreed that the redistricting plan 
as adopted to be effective in a month seemed the best way 


lo provide a balance of voting strength in each district. 
Heltman s plea for a delay in adoption of the ordinance 
was turned down Heltman said he felt there would be a 
solid protest built up against the redistricting plan it time 
were allowed lor it to mount. 
Board chairman Daniel G. Grant pointed out to Heltman 
that the news media had given the plan 
plenty of 
publicity in the last few months, and Monday was the last 
day the board could act — except at a special meeting — to 
meet the Nov. 1 deadline set by state code. An ordinance 
once Adopted takes 30 days to be made effective. 
A county committee composed of the county clerk, 
district attorney and assessor would set up a redistricting 
plan if the supervisors failed to act in time. 
The new redistricting plan extends the First District into 


the central Santa Barbara city area; extends the Second 
District westward into Goleta Valley almost to Fairview 
Ave, north of U.S. 101; extends the Santa Ynez Valley 
portion ol the Third District into the town of Buellton; 
places Los Alamos and southern Orcutt areas in the Fourth 
District compensat ing for loss of Buellton areas, and keeps 
Guadalupe, certain Orcutt areas and Uuyama Valley in the 
Fifth District along with Santa Maria Valley areas 


Heltman. pointed to disenfranchisement of voters on the 
South Coast, said he would support a suit directed against 
the board to have voting rights kept. 
But supervisors said they felt such a court test would 
uphold the county's position, as alternate plans would have 
meant disenfranchising of more than 1.000 voters, also.

Despite a warning trom one board 
member that a $5 daily county charge for 
methadone treatments might drive addicts 
back on heroin, the Board ot Supervisors 
voted Mondav to authorize the charge by 
the County Mental Health Services.

Beattie, 
ot 
Lompoc, 
voted against the minimum 
charge which had been recommended by 
mental health 
services chief Norbert 
McNamara. 
“ From what I have learned in the last 
week. I cannot support such a charge, 
said Beattie. 
He explained he had calls trom triends 
and parents of a number of addicts now- 
being given methadone treatments in the 
county clinic. “ They were very concerned 


that patients would go back on heroin 
rather than make these payments," he 
declared 
Dr. McNamara had told the supervisors 
previously that such a charge would enable 
the clinics in the north and south county 
areas to fund the programs, along with 
State grant money. He felt the $5 was the 
actual cost of the treatments to the county. 
But Supervisor Curtis Tunnell said he 
understood the cost was ‘about five times 
this $5 figure per patient per day. Tunnell 
had said he knew of some methadone cases

Over his cards, a gambler 
tells you, “ We formed this 
ghetto years ago. Now that 
the ghetto is threatened,

together." 
Like most of the few in 
San Francisco's Chinatown 
who will talk to a non-

all, 
neither the gambler nor the 
importer would give their 
names.

susceptibility to cancer. A third may be the 
reproducing of a faulty offspring. 
Chromosomes carry the genes which are 
the recipe for a new individual. If they're 
messed up, the new individual will be 
effective in one or many ways and may not 
even make it through gestation. 
To transplant an organ successfully 
medical 
scientists 
must 
suppress the 
recipient's defensive chemistry. 
If un­ 
checked 
it 
will 
attack 
and 
kill 
this 
"foreign" tissue. That is rejection One ot 
the most effective suppressing drugs is 
azathioprine. 
In experimental animals it reacts on the 
unborn, by killing, by stunting growth, by- 
deforming. It could be it is breaking up 
chrom osom es.

under standabl y. 


relatively little is known about its effects 
in human reproduction. 
Drs Daniel E. Leb of the University of 
Pittsburgh and Bernard Weisskopt and Bob 
S. Kanovitz of the University of Louisville 
reported the instance of the young woman 
to the American Medical Association 


Through her pregnancy she was given 
azathioprine regularly, to maintain the 
suppression of her defensive chemistry. 
When the newborn's blood revealed broken 
chromosomes the assumption had to be 
that the drug had crossed the placental 
barrier, f rom mother to fetus.

OCEAN FISHING 
As tar as the salmon fishery is concerned, there is 
practically no change in conditions. Very tew tish are being 
brought in to Port San Luis. 
Rock tishing is still the 
redeeming feature of a poor fishing season, with some nice 
lings being taken. 
, 
. 
, 
Local angler George Kitchell, and the Kunicichs from 
Fresno, had about the best luck, with one salmon, a bonito 
and an 18 lb. ling cod being caught by Jean Kunicich. And 
that about fills the local story. 
The salmon fishery from here north is in about the same 
condition, with the exception of the bay area where a few 
tish are being taken up to 35 lbs. Elsewhere there is little 
doing, with Fort Bragg and Eureka both reporting fishing 
extremely thin. 
Locally the pestilential red tides have ceased. There has 
been some activity in the surf at Guadalupe Beach, where 
the striped perch have begun to hit again. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Bass have been the center of attraction in San Antonio 
Lake with many limits being brought in. Best action has 
been on plastic worms trolled in deep water. 
At Nacimiento Lake the hot weather spell has broken, 
and as a result both white and black bass are responding to 
the cooler climate. 
Many limits are being caught. The 
•'bronze backs" are really hitting, both in quality and size, 
with limits averaging 2 lbs. White bass are still much in 
evidence, with lots of limits (still five fishi. Best lures at 
this time are fastback divers and sonics trolled slowly 
through the shallows. 
Cattishing was good during the warm nights of the hot 
spell, being caught on night crawlers and anchovies fished 
around the mouth of stream s 
The onlv fish that are not hitting at this time are the 
crappie. which appear to be enjoying a well earned rest. 
They had been very active until lately, with full sacks being 
common 
Water tem perature is 77 degrees and weather 
calm and cooler 
Margarita Lake fair to good with not too many anglers 
out Fishing tor those who go regularly and know the spots 
that have been doing well, 
Lopez Lake, lots of suntish, as usual but trout action 
confined to deep water 
A few trout caught off the shore at 
Cottonwood Point Anglers are warned that with the low 
water, fishing from the steep shore may be unsafe, and a 
slip may send them into deep water 
We heard of a case 
where the wife was not a boating fan. and decided to fish 
from the shore, whilst friend hubby took a boat. And who 
caught two large trout? The wife, sitting comfortably on 
the shore!! 
Have had no report on when stocking this lake will take 
place 
Probably at the end of the summer trout season. 
The lake being open all year round on a five fish limit. 
Water is very weedy around the edges and the shallow 
water, the happy haunt of millions of small minnows and 
suntish 
No doubt a ram will cool off the top water and 
bring the large fish to the .surface, and help keep the small 
fish population within bounds.

The doctor's mailbag 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I remem­ 
ber when people used to take 
a dose of c a lo m e l in the 
spring to “ clean out their 
system.” I don’t hear that 
being used now. What could 
one take that would serve 
the same purpose? 


Dear Reader—Your ques­ 
tion prompts me to observe 
that slowly knowledge does 
liberate man from foolish 
notions held fervently to be 
beneficial for one’s health. 
In the first place there is 
no need to “ clean out the 
system.” Ideas of this sort 
originate from the primitive 
association of e x c re m e n t 
with evil and ridding oneself 
of it is tantamount to elimi­ 
nating evil. The system is 
best left alone and treated 
with a good healthy normal 
diet ana adequate exercise. 
Secondly, calomel is a po­ 
tential poison. It is a mer­ 
cury salt, and when it works 
as expected it prevents the 
n o rm a l absorption of salt 
and water from the intestine. 
The accumulated material 
results in catharsis. If every­ 
thing doesn’t go as expected 
a considerable amount of 
mercury can be absorbed 
from the intestine leading to 
mercury poisoning. With all 
the current interest in mer­ 
cury poisoning from our 
waterways, this needs no 
further comment. 
A common misconception 
was that the greenish stools 
passed after taking calomel 
was evidence that calomel 
was increasing the amount 
of bile and emptying the body 
of this bilious substance. This

was not true. The mercury 
merely prevented the nor­ 
mal bacterial action in the 
bowel that turns bile pig­ 
ment from green to brown. 
In its day of glory I am 
sure that if a medical col­ 
umnist had tried to help peo­ 
ple by g iv in g them these 
facts on calomel he would 
have received a barrage of 
letters similar to some I have 
received on current fads. It 
is indeed encouraging to 
take note of the passing of 
an obsolete and dangerous 
fantasy. 


Dear I)r. Lamb—How does 
the body get enough blood 
sugar if one leaves out every 
bit of sweets from his diet? 


Dear Reader—Fruits, vege­ 
tables and cereals contain 
carbohydrates. Eating these 
fresh or cooked w ithout 
sweets p ro vid es carbohy­ 
drate. Any starch, such as 
in a potato, is acted upon by 
enzymes to convert its food 
value to glucose, the sugar 
the body uses for fuel. Fats, 
extra protein and food ele­ 
ments not used for fat stores 
or building tissue are con­ 
verted to glucose for energy. 
If you eat no carbohy­ 
drates your body chemistry 
will become slightly unbal­ 
anced causing the kidneys to 
eliminate excess amounts of 
water—leading to dehydra­ 
tion. When bread or other 
carbohydrates are added to 
the diet again the fluid is re­ 
tained This is why you lose 
weight on a low carbohydrate 
diet, but it is water loss and 
returns quickly when one re­ 
turns to a proper diet.

rezoning of the El Capitan Ranch 
and the embittered owner, Jules

That was bad enough. 
But defeat of the rezoning of the 
Fleischmann Field property — after 
it appeared the county planners 
were making effort to accommodate 
the poloists - seemed the final blow. 
Announcement was made a few 
days after the rezoning defeat that 
there would be no more polo games 
for the “ next few weeks.” 
There is wonder now how much 
polo there will be during the coming 
winter season. 
The polo club IS in more than a 
little trouble.

It hasn’t received much publicity, 
but the Lompoc Soil Conservation 
District Board of Directors has been 
.studying a request for aid in a pilot 
project involving the processing of 
horse manure for use on the soil. 
The 
study 
also 
envisages 
the 
incorporation of flower field scraps 
in a compost project. 


Both projects follow the modern 
trend spelled out by ecologists for 
more efficient soil and cultivation 
management. 
Up to the present 
time refu.se from horse operations is 
burned for the most part as are the 
leavings after Hower seeds have 
been harvested. 


Suggestions along these lines have 
been prominent for some time. A 
number ot months ago, a telephone 
caller suggesttHl that the flowerfield 
chaff or whatever it’s called could 
be composted with nitro humus 
trom the sewer plant and the 
resultant product offered free to the 
public There could be literally tons 
and tons of this good soil nutrient 
available.
